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Supervisor’s bid to rescind vaccine mandate fails in VBT

Van Buren Township police union 
president Adam Byrd said many employees 
have been threatened 
by email to be fired 
if they do not get the 
COVID-19 vaccine. f 
And when they leave, 
the workforce will be 
reduced and public 
safety will suffer, he 
said. 

Officer Byrd 
addressed the VBT 
Board of Trustees via zoom during the 
public comment part of the agenda on 
July 20, saying he had to bring this matter 
before the board because it will be a change 
in work environment and should have been 
discussed with the union. 

He was addressing an item placed on the 
agenda by Supervisor Kevin McNamara 
to consider rescinding the vaccination 
mandate for employees. 

Byrd said 20% will be leaving the 
workforce and not be replaced. He said

VBT is the only municipal government 
in Michigan doing this. He asked them to 
reconsider their June 15 vote that required 
all employees to be vaccinated. 

Byrd said their vote requires a non-FDA- 
approved substance to be injected into 
the bloodstreams, with the threat of being 
terminated or disciplined if they refuse. 

Police Officer Mark Abdilla, president of 
the fire fighters’ union, also spoke on the 
board’s willingness to terminate employees 
who don’t get the shots. 

Officer Abdilla said the employees 
who do not already have the shots are 
not going to get them and the township 
will lose good candidates, who will easily 
get jobs elsewhere. He reminded them 
that departments everywhere are seeking 
employees. 

Abdilla said the board is requiring they 
put the needle in their arm and inject a 
substance for which there is no idea on the 
long-term effect. He said he is vaccinated, 
but others are not. The fire department 
mandates masks for unvaccinated 
employees which is less intrusive. He said 
the township is requiring a needle in the 


arm or move on elsewhere. 

He said the township is not going to push 
people to get the shots and he asked them 
to reconsider their mandate. 

He said they will lose employees and the 
money spent training them. He said it ranges 

from “probationaries” 
/ to those here for 10 to 
15 years. 

A third union president 
expected to speak did 
not show up. 

Supervisor Kevin 
McNamara had put 
on that night’s agenda 
consideration of a 

Wright revote on the mandatory 
COVID-19 shots and at the beginning of 
the meeting Trustee Reggie Miller said 
the board had already voted on that and it 
shouldn’t be on the agenda. 

Supervisor McNamara said under 
Robert’s Rules of Order he can ask for a 
revote if he had voted in the majority and 
changed his mind, which he did. 

“I did not see it coming,” McNamara 
said of the response. He said before the 


June 15 vote he was moved by Trustee 
Sherry Frazier’s reasoning, using schools 
requiring shots for many years for entry as 
an example. 

But, he said, schools don’t require 
teachers to be vaccinated and the present 
shots required for students have been 
tested and used for years. 

“Local governments should follow state 
and federal guidelines” and they do not 
require shots for employees, he said. “I 
stepped out of line,” he said referring to his 
previous vote in favor. 

He said the vaccines are not fully 
approved by the federal government and 
only allowed as an emergency measure. 
The federal or state or county governments 
do not require shots. They do mandate 
wearing a mask if not vaccinated, he said. 

The Michigan Township Association said 
they don’t know of any other township that 
made that mandate and the Conference 
of Western Wayne doesn’t know of any 
either, he said. 

“T have areal problem with firing people

Union files class-action grievance against VBT over mandate

The day after the township board voted 
to keep its COVID-19 vaccine mandate 
in place for all employees, the Van Buren 
Township Patrol and Dispatchers chapter 
of the Police Officer Labor Council union 
filed a class-action grievance against the 
township. 

Union president Adam Byrd said he had 
alerted all the Detroit news channels that 
VBT is the only municipality in the State 
of Michigan mandating COVID vaccines 
for all employees. Channel 4 came to the 
township immediately to interview Officer 
Byrd for a report, which led off the six 
o’clock news on July 22. Channel 2 also 
had a report, along with a story in The 
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Detroit News. 

Byrd said the proposal should have been 
negotiated with the unions over the terms 
and conditions of an employment change. 
He said this creates an Unfair Labor 
Practice. 

The five-page grievance, dated July 21, 
lists three violations to the union contract. 

Byrd said the grievance is about choice 
and the rights of people to decide what they 
put in their bodies. 

He said this affects the security of VBT 
as good officers will leave the organization 
and it will be difficult to replace them. He 
said it would be hard to get people to come 
to work at a place that requires vaccines 
that have not been approved by the FDA. 

Then, the board member comment that 
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booster shots could be mandated as well, 
adds another layer to the challenge, he said. 
The board members are taking the advice 
of those with no medical experience, Byrd 
said. 

Byrd said he agrees with Trustee Kevin 
Martin who said the mandate takes away 
the rights of the individual. 

Byrd said eight members of his union are 
not vaccinated and he is not sure about the 
fire department. 

He said the board action is confusing, 
since Supervisor Kevin McNamara said 
he won’t fire anyone, with the caveat, 
“unless the board tells him to.” Supervisor 
McNamara repeated that during the 
Channel 4 and 2 interviews and said he 
would work to find a compromise. 

Byrd said the emails sent out June 16, 
after the original June 15 mandate vote, 
from Human Resources Director Nicole 
Sumpter said this was a mandate and if 
any employee does not comply that person 
would be placed on a two-week suspension 


and subsequently terminated. 

On June 21, Byrd and fire union president 
Marc Abdilla met with the three, full-time 
elected officials. It was agreed there would 
be an extension of the deadline for this 
mandate for 90 days. However, on June 22, 
Director Sumpter sent another email that 
stipulated the deadline for the mandatory 
vaccination had been extended to Aug. 
16 (60 days) and that the termination of 
employment for non-compliance had been 
removed. 

The VBT board’s work/study session 
has been scheduled for July 19. It is an 
opportunity for anyone to discuss matters 
that are going to be at the board meeting the 
following day as a preliminary approach to 
mitigate issues, Byrd said. 

The July 20 board agenda carried an 
item for “Discussion on, and to consider 
a re-vote of Mandatory COVID-19 
Vaccinations for Township Employees.” 
On June 14 and July 19, the work studies

for not being vaccinated,’ McNamara 
said. “The federal and state and county are 
not firing people for this ... I have a real 
problem for firing people for this.” 

Clerk Leon Wright acknowledged that he 
was the one who made the motion on the 
mandate and he said he explained then why 
he thinks so highly of the move. He said 
people at the township reach out to help the 
public and they should be vaccinated. 

“We are serving people... I don’t want 
to terminate anyone either,” Clerk Wright 
said. He said the board’s decision gives 
employees the alternative to get the shot. 

“Sometimes you have to make a hard 
decision ... [have to make a hard decision,” 
he said. He said people walk into the 
township and he doesn’t want to send an 
employee out to help the people, with him 
knowing the employee isn’t vaccinated. 

Wright said many people had to die in 
the last pandemic in 1918-19 because there 
were no vaccines. He said the Delta variant 
is coming back and they can’t make the 
choice not to take the vaccine. 

Wright said he and Trustee Kevin Martin 
are the only veterans on the board. He said 
he joined the U.S. Air Force to serve his 
country. He didn’t have to. He wanted to, 
he said. He said dozens of vaccines jumped 
into his arm and he didn’t know what they 
were. 

“I hope we make the right decision to 
serve the public and coworkers ... and help 
employees get the shots,” Wright said. 

“T will not fire anybody unless you tell me 
to,’ McNamara stated to the board. 

“If this stays, there has to be an 
alternative,” Wright said. 

“I won’t fire for this,” 
repeated. 

Trustee Sherry Frazier said nobody asked 
her if she wanted the shots she needed to 
be a teacher. She said nobody gave her a 
choice. 

“Sometimes it’s for the greater good, 
or we wouldn’t be here today,” she said. 
“You’re jeopardizing your coworkers.” 

McNamara said there are unvaccinated 
state police and other police officers and 
they wear masks when serving the public. 
He said the last vote mandated vaccinations 
but didn’t tell him what to do if they refuse. 

Trustee Martin said that’s why he asked 
at the time what the response would be if 
they didn’t get the shots. 

“You were wise,” McNamara said. 

Martin said to Wright that being in the 
military is different. “Do it or get booted 

ut.” He said the FDA has not approved the 
shots and he doesn’t want the government 
telling him what to do with his body. 

He said where he works there are 
1,100 people and they wear masks if not 
vaccinated.

“I voted no, against it,’ Martin said of 
the mandate. “A., because there is no plan 
for no compliance and B. to require an 
experimental drug is wrong. I don’t think 
you should fire anyone and it shouldn’t be 
mandated.” 

Treasurer Sharry Budd said the Michigan 
Townships Association just came out with 
a recommendation that it is OK to demand 
vaccinations. 

“I don’t know why police officers don’t 
want them,” Treasurer Budd said. “They 
should want to protect the public.” She said 
the Human Resources Director extended 
the compliance time to 90 days. She said 
even when all the employees were wearing 
masks, police officers without masks came 
into the building. 

“My heart says this is the right thing to 
do,” Budd said. 

McNamara said it is not just the police 
and fire, but employees in numerous areas, 
including dispatch, water, and other areas 
are refusing the vaccine. He said the Van 
Buren Public Schools have not mandated 
vaccines for students or staff. 

Wright said there are no long-term effects 
from taking the vaccine and this is versus 
catching COVID. He said it’s a health and 
welfare decision and there will be a more 
serious problem “if we can’t get to herd 
immunity...” 

Martin said he was wary of taking it at 
first and then talked to medical people and 
decided to take the shot. 

“We should let people have the right 
to choose,” Martin said, adding General 
Motors requires self-reporting and there’s 
a list to refer to to make sure they are 
reporting accurately. 

McNamara asked the board: “Are you 
going to mandate vaccines and if so, what 
is the response if they refuse?” 

Trustee Miller said she called Martin after 
the vote and said she might not have voted 
in favor if she considered his side. She said 
she listened to everyone who contacted her 
after the vote and she said the mandate is 
protecting the safety of the workforce from 
a direct threat. 

Miller said federal law allows employers 
to require COVID vaccinations and the 
MTA said “yes, you can.” She asked where 
the policy was on this, adding it is so 
important not to just throw things on the 
agenda. Then she paused and said “throw” 
had a bad connotation and she should say 
“place on the agenda” without a policy. 

She said 20% of the police workforce is 
ready to walk off the job. 

“I’m for mandatory vaccinations, but we 
need a policy. Clear, concise direction,” 
she said. 

‘Tm against vaccinations,’ began 
Trustee Don Boynton. He said while he 
was running around the City of Detroit 
with a .38 on his hip, hepatitis first came 
out — A&B — and he was one of the last 
ones to get vaccinated. “I took my choice 


not to get it,” he said. “I had a choice to 
either stop being a police officer or to get 
a vaccine.” 

Trustee Boynton said he is a Type 2 
diabetic, very hypertensive, and a heart 
patient. He said he has three or four other 
conditions to make it difficult to survive a 
COVID infection. 

“I made the choice to live to survive 
this disease,’ Boynton said. “As far as 
vaccines for all the other flus out there? 
Those vaccinations, no.” He said his wife 
is a member of the health community and 
she had to take flu shots ten years ago or 
she wouldn’t attain what she has since. 

“It’s imperative we take care of our 
employees and residents of this township 
and that is our job,” Boynton said. “Make 
decisions to accomplish that.” 

As to repercussions, Boynton said there 
are standard operating procedures for 
employees about being given a directive 
on what to do. It’s clear in the standard 
operating procedures, he said. 

McNamara repeated, “I am not firing 
anybody unless this board tells me to.” 

Miller recommended taking it off the 
agenda and discussing the policy. 

McNamara pulled back his motion and 
Martin, who seconded it, agreed to pull 
back his second. 

“We have a mandate on the table,” Martin 
said. “What about that?” 

“They didn’t tell me what to do,” 
McNamara said. 

“Insubordination,” Martin said. “If you 

take this off the table, it’s still a mandate. 

Human Resources Director Nicole 
Sumpter joined the discussion by zoom 
and said she had listened to everyone’s 
statements. 

“There is a mandate still out there,” she 
said. “You haven’t rescinded the original 
mandate.” She said she pushed out the 
deadline to Aug. 16. 

Martin made a motion to rescind the 
previous mandate until this board can 
develop a policy to address it. 

Wright said Martin couldn’t make the

were cancelled. 

“These cancellations suppressed our 
ability as a union to have a discussion 
with the entire board of trustees prior to 
the board meeting,” Byrd wrote in the 
grievance. 

Byrd pointed out that on June 17, just two 
days after the board’s first vote to tighten 
up the rules in VBT, the state loosened up 
its rules, announcing it was reopening and 
rescinding nine mandatory rules because 
the COVID-19 cases had gone down 
considerably. 

Byrd said if this mandate is kept in place, 


motion because of Robert’s Rules and 
McNamara agreed that it would have to be 
made by someone voting in the majority of 
the original motion. 

“Tf there’s no compliance, you have to do 
something,” Martin said. 

Wright said the three full-time 
administrators agreed and sent out the 
mandate and can give an extension until 
the board met again. 

Miller said booster shots haven’t been 
addressed yet and whether they should 
mandate further shots. 

“If the three full-time want to revise 
language on the policy, Pm OK with 
that,” Miller said, asking when they decide 
they won’t be vaccinated when would 
termination occur? 

McNamara suggested repealing the 
mandated vaccine policy and replacing it 
with what full-time electives would come 
up with, with board input and approval. 

“We have aboard policy: insubordination,” 
Wright said. 

Budd suggested leaving the policy in 
place since it’s extended into August and in 
the meantime look at the policy and make 
a choice. 

“I may not be at the next meeting,” 
McNamara said. 

Sumpter said they have a policy if they are 
not vaccinated. She said language would 
be in place for the next board meeting. 

“What happens if they are not vaccinated? 
The motion was withdrawn,” Budd said of 
McNamara’s motion. 

McNamara said the three full-times will 
set a time line and they can extend it. He 
said he has a strong feeling it cannot be 
done by the next meeting and he may not 
be there. 

Budd made a motion to leave the mandate 
right where it is and have the three full-time 
administrators put a policy in place. Frazier 
seconded the motion and Budd added that 
the understanding is that they’ ve extended 
the deadline by 90 days and they will make 
a policy to determine punishment. 

Martin was the only one voting no. 


other departments could use Van Buren 
Township as a standard in the State of 
Michigan and security could be endangered 
for multiple agencies. 

He said 20% of the members in his union, 
including some who are vaccinated, have 
indicated an interest in this issue and some 
say they will let the township fire them. 

The current deadline to get the shot is 
Aug. 16. 
Another union grievance 

A VBT police patrol officer, with one year 
to retirement, also has filed a grievance 
against the township. He had COVID in 
January, which he got on the job, and was 
paid for his time off to recover.

Should VBT board 
mandate shots for 
all employees? 


Although it is believed that Van Buren 
Township is the only municipality in the 
state of Michigan to mandate COVID-19 
vaccinations for its employees, throughout 
the country and the world cities are issuing 
similar mandates. According to reports, 
vaccination mandates have been levied in 
France, Italy, and Australia, as well as in 
New York and California. Governmental 
restrictions are rising again as COVID-19 
variants enter the picture. 

But, should a governmental unit make 
its employees take vaccinations that are 
not fully approved by the FDA? Should it 
threaten their jobs, their pensions, and their 
health? While some say it doesn’t hurt you 
to get a COVID-19 shot, it does hurt some 
people. And, the rare but fatal blood clots 
have killed. We have local unsubstantiated 
stories of that happening. 

The police officers in VBT who had 
contracted COVID on the job are still 
required to get the shots or be fired for 
insubordination. What is that about? 

And, now cases are being reported of 
vaccinated people contracting COVID, 
as well. So, the emergency vaccines 
don’t solve the problem. Taking away 
employees’ freedom of choice and giving 
them a fear of what will be required next is 
not the way to keep loyal employees. 

The township board needs to pull back 
on its threats. Some employees will not 
be bullied into following the board’s will. 
Mandate masks if you want to mandate.

It has been a week since our son was 
hospitalized for erratic and delusional 
behavior due to a medication issue. 
We got an early-morning call from the 
Belleville Police Department saying he 
was incoherent in a place of business and 
they were concerned for him. 

Our hearts stopped as we listened to the 
officer. My husband after he explained our 
son’s condition rushed to where he and the 
police were. The officers, a gentleman and 
alady were keeping our son calm and away 
from the employees and others who were 
disturbed by his behavior. They called an 
ambulance for our son to transport him to 
the hospital and he has been in treatment at 
the hospital since. 

I want to thank the two officers (to whom 
I apologize for not knowing their names) 
and their leadership for the professionalism 
and kindness they exhibited while keeping 
the public and our son safe. As particularly 
families who have a child with a brain 
chemical imbalance (mental illness) are 
aware it is a huge issue right now in our 
country. There aren’t enough care facilities 
or practitioners to handle the ever-growing 
population suffering from depression, 
mania and other biological mental 
disorders. We too often see the results on 
the news of officers that do not have the 
training or exhibit the professionalism my 
husband witnessed from these officers. 

Since mental health illnesses are often 
“incurable” but treatable we have over the 
years had experience with the Van Buren 
Township police on occasion. Again, we 
have witnessed professional and caring 
officers, caring for a person that is much 
more in danger of being harmed by others 
than harming others. I just want to note this 
to people that fear (based on some badly 
trained, scared or otherwise impaired 
police officers) is understandable but not 
what I have personally witnessed in our 
community. 

To me this is one of the huge benefits 
of living in a community that has care and 
respect for all its citizens. It is a great area 
to live in and we are so glad we settled 
here years ago. We recommend it for many 
reasons to others. It is a great place to raise 
a family. 

I ask that my name be withheld to protect 
our son, his wife and small daughter’s 
privacy. Thank you for taking the time to 
read this.

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VBT LDFA to mark 20" anniversary of 9/11, honor first responders

Saturday, Sept. 11, will be the day of a 
special event at Grace Lake Corporate 
Center to honor the 20" anniversary of 
9/11 — and also honor those who have 
been first responders, health care workers 
and offered other services during the 
COVID-19 pandemic. 

At the 35-minute zoom meeting of the 
Van Buren Township Local Development 
Finance Authority on July 13, LDFA 
second vice chairman John Delaney told of 
his plans for the event. 

Delaney said he is still recruiting

Then, in May, he experienced a darkness 
across his eye and he was put into the 
hospital for two days and underwent many 
tests. There was a suggestion it could have 
been a mini-stroke. His eye doctor found 
no blood clot. He was put on a 30-day 
heart monitor, which was taken off just 
before the township board put the mandate 
in place. 

He told the Independent after the 
township “came out of left field” with its 
shot mandate, his wife, who works as an 
emergency room nurse, recommended he 
hold off with the shot and wear a mask. 

“I didn’t want to get the vaccine,” he said. 
“I already had COVID and the state is open 
because of less and less cases. With one 
year to retirement, I decided not to get it.” 

He said the original notice from Human 
Resources Director Sumpter said he would 
be terminated if he didn’t get the shot. 

“T don’t want to jeopardize my retirement,” 
he said, adding most doctors will not give 
you an excuse because of the liability they 
would get. And, he said he did not have a 
religious exemption. 

“T pride myself on my record ... I got the 
shot that Sunday and they paid me the time 
it took to get it.” He said he was sick on 
Monday and Tuesday and couldn’t work 
because of the horrible headaches and 
dizzy spells. He said he felt like he had the 


sponsors for the event and learned that the 
LDFA can’t accept donations because of its 
law suit against Visteon. So, any donations 
would go to Van Buren Township and they 
would be put in a special account for the 
9/11 event. 

He said the event will not only be for 
what happened in New York, but for 
the COVID-19 response, including fire 
departments, police departments, Huron 
Valley Ambulance, Schoolcraft College, 
health care workers and other groups. 

He said Supervisor Kevin McNamara 
was on vacation, so Delaney didn’t know 
what time it will be held on that Saturday. 


flu. 

“I felt wonderful until I got that shot,” 
he said. 

He said after two days off sick he had 
Wednesday and Thursday off because of 
his job schedule and returned to work on 
Friday, even though he still had headaches 
and dizzy spells. He was not paid for the 
sick days and was told by Sumpter to use 
his sick time. 

That’s what he has grieved: That he 
was forced to get the shot that made him 
sick and the township won’t pay for his 
two sick days caused by that shot. The 
grievance was denied and is now on Step 
2 of the procedure. 

He said he asked if he could go to the 
township’s work doctor and he said 
Sumpter said to go to his own doctor. He 
said if he sprained his ankle on the job, he 
gets paid as a work-related injury and this 
is also a work-related injury. 

He said his headaches and vertigo persist 
to this day and he was scheduled to get his 
second shot on Sunday. 

The 53-year-old police officer has been 
on the job for 23 years and started out as 
an Explorer Scout when he was 13 years 
old. He served in the Marine Corps and 
said he lives in the township and is 100% 
committed to the township’s safety. His 
wife retired after 20 years as a VBT paid 
per call fire fighter. 

“I’m very frustrated with the township,” 
he said.

Belleville library card 
can get you into Metro 
Park without charge 


Belleville Area District Library Director Mary 
Jo Suchy announced at the July 13 library board 
meeting that people can now use their library 
cards to visit the Metroparks without charge. 

And, that includes the Lower Huron Metropark 
in Van Buren Township. 

The Metroparks joined the Michigan Activity 
Pass program on May 1, which allows library 
cardholders to check out free passes or 
discounted offers to 437 parks, cultural and 
historical venues, children’s activities and other 
destinations throughout the state. 

There were more than 200 Metroparks pass 
checkouts in the first month, which allow the 
library cardholder to get into the Metropark of 
their choosing without paying the $10 daily 
entry fee. The pass must be used within seven 
days. The highest monthly number of checkouts 
in the program, 113, was at Belle Isle in Detroit 
in July 2019. 

The Metroparks system has 13 locations 
scattered in five counties. Taxpayers in those 
counties pay a millage for the Metoparks, but 
visitors have to pay a daily vehicle fee or buy 
an annual pass to enter the parks. 

For a list of participating libraries and 
destinations, log on to michiganactivitypass. 
info . 

Search destinations by category or ZIP code, 
including how far you want to travel. Select 
your choice and home library and the free 
pass can be for mobile use or printed off and 
presented at the destination, organizers said.
